2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claims 3,6-9, and 1 1 are cancelled since they were drawn to a nonelected invention. 

4. The declaration filed March 18, 2004 is sufficient to withdraw the 35 USC 103 rejection 
based on JP 59150175 since the AppUcant has provided evidence that shows that the addition of 
a urea compound, which is taught by JP 59150175, to the presently claimed stainproofing 
composition would have an adverse effect on the stainproofing properties of the composition and 
be outside of the scope of the "consisting essentially of language presently recited in the claim. 

5. The declaration filed March 18, 2004 is sufficient to withdraw the 35 USC 103 rejection 
based on Amimoto et al. (5,143,991) since the AppHcant has provided evidence that shows the 
use of the copolymers taught by Amimoto et al., in the presently claimed stainproofing 
composition would have an adverse effect on the stainproofing properties of the composition and 
be outside of the scope of the "consisting essentially of language presently recited in the claim. 
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6. Therefore, claims 1, 2, 5, 10, and 12 - 14 are allowed. The prior art fails to teach or 
fairly suggest a carpet treated with a stainproofmg composition consisting essentially of a 
triazine ring containing crosslinking agent and a fluorine-containing stainproofing agent 
consisting essentially of a fluoroalkyl-containing compound.
